The Global Economy and the Garden 

President Clinton keeps telling us that our future ts in 
the global economy. The idea is that we send things we 
produce to Timbuktu, and the folks in Timbuktu send 
their stuff to us. Thus makes sense, of course, if the folks 
out in Timbuktu make different things than we do. I like 
tea and coffee, as examples, things I cannot grow at home 
So, I’m, glad to get tea and coffee from Asia or Africa or 
South America, wherever they grow it. And if they want 
to buy something from us with the money I send to them, 
that’s great. 

lhe problem is that President Clinton, and all the other 
folks that like free trade, don’t mean buying what we 
don’t have from the people that have it. The new free 
trade means setting up a factory somewhere else to make 
the things we used to make, like cars. We used to make 
them in this country, but even the so-called American- 
made cars have components that come from someplace 
else. 

The new idea of trade is that we get cars cheaper, and 
workers in other countries make more money so that they 
can buy more stuff from us. It isn’t difficult to see, 
however, that industry by industry we will make less and 
less, and need to buy more and more from other coun- 
tries. 

Once analyzed, this process means a steady shift of 
productive industry from our country to other countries. 
The only way the United States can compete in such a 
set-up is to become a third-world nation ourselves, and to 
draw off good jobs from countries richer than we are. At 
the rate we are going, it may not take long. 

The other fallacy in all this global economy humbug is 
that some nations can only get richer if other nations get 
poorer. The only way for nobody to lose ground is for 
trade to be exactly equal among everybody. That, of 
course, will never happen. In fact, nobody wants it to hap- 
pen. The unannounced agenda of every country is that it 
gets richer at someone else’s expense. 

So whi do the politicians push it? Like the chicken-in 
every-pot rhetoric of the 1920's, the real bottom line is 
that there will be lots of chickens in certain people’s pots, 
and those folks stay on the politicians. The beneficiaries 
of GATT and NAFTA are what used to be called multi- 
national corporations, an are now called trans-national 
corporations. In plain language, they are companies so big 
that they owe allegiance to no country, nor to a set of 
principles except for the principle of making money at any 
price 

Every time I hear President Clinton or someone else 
tell us that the global economy is the way to go I get more 
interested in my garden economy. It is now the middle of 
December, and I am still harvesting fresh produce. Beets, 
turnips, kale, Brussels sprouts and carrots provide us with 
a wealth of vitamins and minerals 

Of course, economist would inform me that I can buy 
all these things more cheaply than I can raise them. The 
argument goes that I could get a job, make money, buy 
the groceries, and have money and time left over. The 
problem is that I would have to use the money and the 
time to join a health club since I wasn’t getting enough 
exercise. It seems easier to have a garden, and get exercise 
raising vegetables 

Besides that, the grocery stores just do not sell Brussels 
sprouts as good as the ones from my garden, because my 
sprouts have been sweetened by frosts and freezes. The 
same goes for some of my other winter crops. I know this 
for a fact. I ate in a restaurant the other day, and ordered 
sprouts. They were very good because they were soaked in 
butter, but they still weren’t as sweet as mine just 
steamed 

Another thing I know about my garden produce. It has 
not had DDT on it, as much of the fresh produce does 
that we get in the grocery stores. You say, "But DDT is 
outlawed in this country." The use of it is outlawed, but 
companies still manufacture it here, and sell it to Central 
and South American countries where they use it on crops 
which in turn they sell to us. That is a fine example of 
free trade. 

No, President Clinton has it all wrong. The hope for 
our nation is not in the global economy. If he really 
wanted to do something for Americans, he could set an 
example for everyone to follow. He could turn over some 
of the White House lawn, and plant himself a vegetable 
garden. Beside it he could build a chicken coop with a 
dozen or so laying hens. Every day he would give witness 
to the world that real wealth is in the garden.

It is possible to know for sure that you are going to 


Heaven when you die. If you doubt that. then the burden 
of proof lies with you, and | urge you to read the rest of 
this article. The Bible says in | john 5:13, “These things 
have | written unto you that believe on the name of the 
Son of God; that ye may know that ye have eternal 
lite 

To have this assurance, one must acc ept what the Bi- 
ble says and do what it requires for salvation. And you 
will probably be surprised at how easy and simple it is. 

Are you ready to see what the Bible says? Then read 
on. In the matter of salvation and having assurance of 
Heaven, we must begin with God. There can be no un- 
derstanding of Or appreciation for the plan of salvation 
apart from God. 


rirst, God Says All Are Sinners 


Romans 3:23 says, “For all have sinned, and come short 

of the glory of God.” 
_ The words come short mean ‘‘to miss the mark.’” How 
far we miss the mark is not the important thing, but the 
fact that we have missed it. When | went to high school, 
your grade average had to be seventy to pass. If you aver- 
aged anything less, you had to repeat the grade. Suppose 
one student averaged sixty-five and another thirty-five. 
There is a thirty-point difference in their grade averages, 
yet both are in the same predicament. They are below the 
passing mark. 

When God looks down on mankind He says in the 
words of Romans 3:22, ‘There is no difference.” 

We may ask, ‘‘Lord, what do You mean, no difference? 
Some people live better than others.’’ 

And God explains in verse 23, ‘For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of God.” 

Suppose | hang a target on the wall and ask each per- 
son in the room to take a dart and do his best to hit the 
bull’s eye. Some miss the bull’s eye by an inch. Others 
miss it by a foot. Still others miss the whole target. Not 
one hits the bull’s eye. When all the darts are thrown, | 
say, ‘‘There is no difference.” 

“‘Oh,”’ says someone. ‘‘What do you mean—no differ- 
ence? | only missed the bull’s eye by an inch.”’ 

And | reply, “There is no difference because all came 
short of the bull’s eye.’’ When God looks down on man- 
kind, He sees us all alike as sinners. No one has lived up 
to God's perfect standard. We have all comeshort. Some 
may have lived better than others. But no one has lived 
a perfect, sinless life. ~ 

First John 1:8 states, ‘If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us.’’ And verse 
10 says, ‘‘If we say that we have not sinned, we make him 
a liar 


God Says Sin Must Be Paid For 


Romans 6:23 says, ‘“The wages of sin is death.’ God 
has declared that sin must be paid for. And the payment 
is death. 

This death is more than dying with a gunshot wound 
or with cancer. It is described in Revelation 20:14 as the 
second death: ‘‘And death and hell were cast into the lake 
of fire. This is the second death.” If we pay what we owe 
as sinners, then we must die, go into Hell and stay there 
forever and ever. That’s the price God demands for our 
sins. 

The Bible does not say the wages of sin is joining the 
church. Joining every church in town would not pay what 
we owe. The Bible does not say the wages of sin is being 
baptized. We could be baptized by every denomination 
and church group in the world, but that would not pay 
our sin debt. 

The Bible does not say the wages of sin is turning over 
a new leaf. Reformation is not salvation, and reforming 
would not pay our sin debt. 

The wages of sin is not performing good works. One 
could work a thousand lifetimes and never earn Heaven. 

The Bible plainly states, ‘‘The wages of sin is death.” 
God demands one payment for sin, and that is eternal 
death in the lake of fire. 

The only thing we can do to pay our debt is die, go into 
Hell and stay there forever. 

Now that leaves us in a bad predicament, doesn’t it? 
But there is a bright side to the story. So please continue 
reading. 


God Savs That We Are Already Condemned 


In John 3:18 we read, ‘He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God.’ Some people have an idea 


that after death God is going to weigh our good works 
against our bad works. If the good outweighs the bad, He 
will allow us into Heaven; but if the bad outweighs the 
good, He will condemn us to Hell. However, that teach 
ing is not found in the Bible. Those who are not trusting 
Christ are already condemned. John 3:18 warns, ‘‘He that 
believeth not is condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God 
The condemned criminal has been tried, found guilty, and 
sentenced. The only thing left is for him to pay his debt 
to society. According to what God has said, | am a sin- 
ner, my sins demand a payment, and that payment ts 
death—the second death in the lake of fire. This is not a 
sentence that is going to be given me; it is a sentence | 
am already under if | am not trusting Jesus Christ as 
Saviour. | am condemned already. 

The person who is not trusting Jesus Christ completely 
for salvation is waiting only for his heart to stop beating; 
and the moment it does, the soul and spirit leave the body 
and go immediately to Hell. The man in Luke 16:22, 23 
‘also died, and was buried; And in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments 


Sin must be dealt with. The sin question must be settled. 


How Can an Infinitely Holy God Forgive Sin? 


The answer is: God does not forgive sin; He forgives 
the sinner. Sin must be paid for. The word forgive means 
‘to bear the burden.” If someone forgave me of a large 
debt, it means he bore the burden—that is, he became 
responsible for the debt himself. 

In order tor God to forgive the sinner, someone had to 
pay the debt, someone had to bear the burden. That is 
where Jesus comes in! God took every sin we have ever 
committed and will ever commit and laid those sins on 
Jesus two thousand years ago. Isaiah 53:6 says, ““The Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of us all.’ And the Bible says 
in | Peter 2:24, ‘‘Who his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree 

Jesus Christ actually took all our sins—past, present and 
future—and bore them in His own body. 

God looked down through the telescope of time and 
saw every sin we would ever commit, put those sins in 
one big package and laid them on Christ. That is the plain 
language of the Bible, ‘The Lord hath laid on him the in- 
iquity of us all.’’ While Jesus was on the cross, bearing 
our sins in His own body, God punished Him in our place 
to pay the debt we owe, so that when we die we won't 
have to pay it. 

That is the meaning of John 3:16 where the Bible says, 
‘For God so loved the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” 


How Can We Be Sure That God Was Satistied 
With the Payment Jesus Made? 


That can be answered in three words—an empty tomb! 
The prisoner is not set free unti! his debt to society has 
been paid. When God raised Jesus from the dead, He said 
to the whole world, ‘| am satisfied with the payment My 
Son made for your sins.”’ 

In certain parts of the world, a merchant selling goods 
displays them without a price tag attached. When some- 
one wishes to buy an item, he lays down some money. 
If the merchant is not satisfied with the payment, he leaves 
it lying on the table. Then the person wishing to buy the 
item adds to the money. When enough is put down to 
satisfy the merchant, he reaches down and takes it up. He 
is saying in essence, ‘| am satisfied with the payment.”’ 

When God raised Jesus Christ from the dead and took 
Him back to Heaven, He said to the whole world, ‘| am 
satisfied with the payment My Son made for your sins.” 

Isaiah 53:10 says, “It pleased the Lord to bruise him 

’ The word pleased means ‘‘satisfied.’’ Isaiah 53:11 
says, ‘‘He shall see of the travail of his soul, and shall be 
satisfied ‘' The death of Jesus Christ on the cross ful- 
ly satisfied the just demands of a holy God.

Tips For Keeping Poinsettias Pretty 
The Christmas carol, "The Holly and The Ivy" may not 
mention poinsettias, but for most Americans these showy 
plants are an essential element of yuletide decoration. 
And now consumers can enjoy them longer than ever be- 
fore, thanks to the introduction of new hybrid varieties 
These new varieties include not only the traditional red, 
but also white, pink and marbled colors. Plants that are 
properly cared for will remain colorful up to 6-8 weeks. 
The gy tips will help ensure a long-lasting decora- 
tion: 1) Keep fpr ahane in a room with temperatures 
ones n 65 and 75 degrees and away from areas prone to 
drafts, such as near heat vents, doors or windows. This will 
prevent leaf and flower drop; 2) Place plants in an area 
with bright natural light, but avoid direct sunlight to 
prevent leaf yellowing and flower drop; 3) Check the soil 
daily and water plants only when the potting 
media becomes dry 
Have You Inspected Your Animal’s Manure Lately? 
This bit of information doesn’t quite seem appropriate 
in following the information on poinsettias, but 
here it goes anyway. [his year most of you harvested very 
good corn silage with a higher than usual amount of corn 
A good indicator of how the corn silage is being 
utilized by the animals is to inspect the manure. If you 
find an high number of whole corn kernels 
passing through the animal, this may very well mean that 
animal is not properly digesting the corn. In most 
instances, we can blame this situation on the bacteria in 
the rumen which tells you that you had better take a close 
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look at your total feed ration. There are many factors that 
can cause poor digestibility, but the number one factor 
may be the protein in the ration. Remember the main 
food of the rumen bacteria is protein, If you’re in this 
situation, take a look at the soluble protein vs. the unde 
tradable protein. An abundance of soluble protein leads 

1 deficiency of undegradable protein. If the protein 


goes through the rumen too fast, the bacteria food supply 
is not adequate for a large population needed to digest 
the corn.

Neale looked back on an idealized middle ages with his 
19th century English eyes, the feast of Stephen was the 
day on which even the poorest folk should have had plen-

been snug in his bed at home. Having ascertained more 
particular facts of the man’s plight, he called his page to 
assist him in ministering to the man’s needs 

Bring me flesh, and bring me wine, 


Bring me pine-logs hither;

When we bear them thither. 
The carol describes the hardships which king and page 


endured to take relief to the poor man 


Then Neale held 


up Wenceslas as an example to his contemporaries, and to 


us 
Therefore, 


Christian Men, be sure, 


Wealth or rank possessing, 
Ye who now will bless the poor, 
Shall yourselves find blessing. 
The best Christmas traditions encourage us to do good 
things for those with nothing. Each year I find myself 
trying to figure what to give people who have everything. 
Wenceslas, dead a thousand years, lives as he stirs my 


conscience today. 


And that new but age-old nation in the center of 
Europe, the Czech Republic, has a leader today who is 
Wenceslas-like. Vaclav Havel came to the presidency of 
his nation by writing plays and then by going to prison for 
having written them. In 1989 he led the Velvet Revolution 
in which he and his colleagues almost literally talked 
communism out of business. For 44 years the superpowers 
and their satellites made a kind of peace by preparing for 
war. Havel made a kind of war by waging peace. Perhaps 
in a thousand years when legend has again outstripped 
history, Christians at Christmas will sing, "Good President 


Havel."

The reasons to plant 
vary. Often it is to memori- 
alize an individual through 
the Gift of Trees, or to 
reforest a community park, 
establish a stream buffer 
along a greenway, or to 
replant a barren highway 
through Project Cloverleaf. 

"Some of the most im- 
portant plantings we do are 
those adjacent to bodies of 
water, specifically streams 
and rivers," said Walley 
Orlinsky, Tree-Mendous 
Maryland’s director. Trees 
provide natural filtration for 
rainwater helping to prevent 
an overabundance of nutri- 
ents from eventually enter 
ing the Chesapeake Bay 

The Tree-Mendous 
Maryland program is more 
than just planting trees, 
Orlinsky said. The Chesa- 
peake Watershed Refores- 
tation Action Project, or C- 
WRAP, has been working 
to improve some of the 
tributaries to the Chesa- 
peake Bay. Students at 
Cardinal Gibbons and Se- 
ton Keough high schools 
are working with Tree-Men- 
dous Maryland, the DNR, 
community volunteers, 
industrial and commercial 
business and other schools 
to convert the two school’s 
campuses into a_ living, 
working, interactive water- 
shed for the Chesapeake 
Bay while developing an 
environmental education 
curriculum. 

Another project under 
way is the restoration of 
Herring Run, which it is 
hoped will lead to the re 
turn of the herring fishery

These farmers reduce pesticide use by abandoning the 
nouon that agricultural chemicals should be applied ac 
cording to a pre-determined schedule. Instead, they use a 
pesticide only when needed. And, they use the smallest 
amount of the least toxic chemical that will control a pest. 


One of the key components of integrated pest manage 
ment is the economic threshold. Thresholds, or levels of 
infestation, are established for weeds, diseases and insects. 
Pesticides are not used unless the threshold is exceeded, 
Baniecki explains 

For example, scientists have determined the amount of 
damage different kinds of insects will do to different crops 
at various infestation levels. The crop damage done when 
there are relatively few insects in a field may not justify 
spraying the field with a pesticide. The cost of the pesti- 
cide will exceed the crop loss 

Says Baniecki, "You have to have a certain number of 
pests where the potential damage exceeds the cost of ap- 
plying pesticide. Because pesticides are an investment, you 
want more than a dollar back for a dollar spent.”

THE AGRICULTURAL CARE & EDUCATION (ACE) program began its efforts to 
address the health and safety risks of the farm community at a health screening on 
November 19 at the Flowery Vale Senior Center in Accident, Md. The ACE program is 
a collaborative effort between the Garrett County Memorial Hospital, Garrett County 
Health Department and Maryland Institute for Emergency Medical Services Systems 
(MIEMSS). The 19 participants who attended the event received blood screening; 
pulmonary function testing; hearing screening; stress, fitness and nutritional assess- 
ments, and information on breast and cervical cancer. The health screening, available 
specifically to persons who are members of working farms, also provides a follow-up 
visit with a participating physician in order to receive test results, a complete physical 
exam, skin screening, and at the physician's discretion: tetanus booster, EKG, chest x- 
ray, Pap smear and mammogram. "The value of the health services being offered is 
substantial. The charge of $20.00 per adult and free to those 16 and under has been 
made possible by area physicians, the hospital and health department: who are 
working collaboratively to provide components of the program,” explained ACE 
program director Mikal McCartney. Shown in the above photo, Health Department 
employees Amy Ritchie, RD, LD, (left) and Donna Gilpin (right) assist screening 
participants in evaluating their nutritional habits while, shown below, Robert LaRue, 
CRTT, (right) of Garrett Memorial's cardiopulmonary department, provides pulmonary 
function testing. The second ACE health screening is set for January 7, 1995, at the 
Friendsville Elementary School located at 841 First Avenue from 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. 
According to McCartney, the screenings will be held at various locations throughout 
Garrett County and the neighboring West Virginia counties to provide greater accessi- 
bility to those living in or near the designated screening sites. Persons desiring more 
information about ACE health screenings may contact (301) 334-2155, ext.

Gypsy Moth Update -- Attention Landowners 

The Gypsy Moth population for the spring of 1995 is 
expected to be low in Garrett County according to the egg 
mass surveys recently completed by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The survey revealed approximately 
500 acres mostly in the Friendsville, Bittinger and Kitzm 
iller areas, with potential egg mass populations that could 
possibly cause economic damage. Since it was not possible 
to survey all of the property in Garrett County there may 
be additional infected areas. To assist in locating other 
infected areas the Maryland Department of Agriculture 
will be available on December 30, and January 6, from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. at the Garrett County Extension Office 
MDA officials will assist landowners in determining if a 
problem exists that would justify being included in the 
1995 Gypsy Moth Suppression Spraying Program. Land 
owners that are not available on either of the above days

The End Of An Old Mill 
A wood lot lies 800 feet due th 
time of year the sun rises on the south end of that wood

Rosey hues herald the coming dawn. They illuminate th 
stark outlines of the trees, and lend credence to th 
thought that sylvan spirits awaken each morning. In that 
gentle, glorious half-light I do my chores treading the 
hoarfrost as I make my way, back and forth, across the 


yard 

Five-gallon, dry-wall compound buckets are my grain 
and feed bins. They were all but empty last week. It was 
time to go to the mill. Most feed and seed operations sell 
a processed, pre-packaged crumbles-type feed for chick 
ens. I don’t particularly care for it, reasons to be given 
some other day. I like to feed my hens a laying mash ol 
ingredients that the miller can personally vouch for 

The past half-dozen years I have stopped at the J.1 
Biesecker and Sons mill between York and East Berlin, 
Pa. They were long known to me by their dog food which 
my family has fed to our dogs for 30 years or more. I can 
remember the local store running out of Yorco, as it is 
called. We would have to buy something else, and the 
dogs would hardly eat the replacement. It is a cheap feed, 
and incredibly good 

My hens have liked their laying mash, too. The results, 
both with respect to the quality and cost of egg produc 
tion, have been good. 

Over the years I have struck up a conversational friend 
ship with Mr. Biesecker, of the third generation, son of 
one of the sons in the mill’s name. I think he was slightly 
amused to have me drop in his mill, three or four times a 
year, in jacket and tie, for I was usually on the way to 
some parishoner’s home when I stopped 

He could see that I was interested in his products, and 
that I appreciated the quality which he and his family, for 
75 years had built into them. He explained to me the trou 
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miller or that one, and what he had to do when someone 
went out of business or when a business changed hands 
and quality dropped or prices increased suddenly 

More recently he has been tutoring me in the econom 
ics of running a mill. In its heyday, the mill had supported 
a dozen families. Today it has trouble supporting one. The 
equipment, though outdated, runs well. His plant is just 
not big enough to compete against the superplants owned 
by multi-national And there just aren't 
enough folks like me who use three or four hundred

I went to the mill a few days before Christmas for one 
last haul. I got double of everything, for on the 31st of 
December J.F. Biesecker and Sons will close their doors 
for the last time. No more White Lily Family Flour, no 
more Golden cornmeal, no more Yorco dog ration, no 
more laying mash, no more chats to the music of machin 
ery, milling and sifting all the while. 

The right person could make a go of that mill, doing 
some of the same things that have been done for 75 years 
under the Biesecker’s management and for another cen 
tury before that. The person would have to create markets 
for the feeds within the growing homesteader movement 
There would have to be other products, specialty flours 
perhaps from organically grown grains. But these musings 
of mine are moot. That special person has not made his 
or her way to rural Thomasville, Pa. 

So the mill will close, and a way of life will end for one 
family. An aspect of life for many others, me included, 
will also end. I paused as I drove up to the main highway 
As I looked across the bed of my pick-up holding half a 
thousand pounds of feed, I looked back over time too, 
and saw a mill, a family, a life that will be extinguished 
with this year.

accomplishing the goals we have in mind 


Another topic discussed during the conference was the 
use of different nutrient management practices to maxi 
mize usability of land and resources. Cam Tabb, a dairy- 
man in Jefferson County has implemented a manure com- 
posting program in which he uses the manure from his 
farm and yard waste from area residents. The finished 
product can be spread whenever he has the time and has 
no odor. He commented that this has greatly decreased 


the number of complaint calls he receives when spreading 
time arrives. 


Residents who deliver their yard waste for composting 
are given the option of picking up finished compost to be 
used in gardens, flower beds or lawn care. With the 
upcoming implementation of legislation prohibiting the 
disposal of yard waste in dumps, this could assist property 
owners and farmers alike in utilizing and disposing of un 
wanted but valuable material. This process might also 
assist in decreasing the amount of money and material 
used in managing nutrients for crop production.
